In the case of soybeans, Free- 


man increased price supports from 
$1.85 a bushel for the 1960 crop 
to $2.30 for the 1961 crop. This 
brought a 25 per cent increase in 
the crop—and subsequent sharply 
increased purchases by the gov- 
ernment of soybean oil for foreign 
aid use. 


Wheat has been a big foreign 


aid item for years because of big 
domestic surpluses and also be 
cause it is an economical food. 


In announcing the rice acreage 


increase, Freeman said "unsettled 


orld conditions, particularly in 


rice-consuming and rice-producing 
areas, prompt the need for some 
increase in 1962-crop rice acreage 
in order to assure adequate sup- 
plies to meet export needs." 


Freeman also set Jan. 23 as the
